'Jh.o Widow's i)ower. 



By the Common Law of England a 
widow was entitled for her life to ono- 
tliiid of the lauclH which the husband 
owned at any time during the mar- 
riago, and under no circumstances 
could the liusbaud deprive hor of this 
right. Laws were made from time to 
time enabling her to release the right 
ill order that a good title might bo 
nia<le to the purchaser; but without 
her coiipent to part with her dower it 
rninaiued and became an estate in pos- 
sossiGu at the husband's death. In 
England, in the reign of William IV, 
an Act of Parliament was ijassed giv- 
ing the husband power to deprive his 
wife of her right to dower by dispos- 
ing of the land either by deed or will 
or by a doclaration in the deed con- 
veying the land to Lim that she should 
not have dower in it. By the .'5ame 
Act all charges created by the husband 
and all his debts, and all eucum- 
brancefl and contracts to which his 
lands are subject, shall have priority 
to the widoiv's dower, and this is the 
law of our Province, having been in- 
troduced as part of the general law qf 
England. We see, therefore, tiiat vri' 
dows have a verj preoarioas claim on 
their husbands' lands for supporiL A 
youQgi^oman may marrjr.a, man .well 
o£f and able to support her, and he 
may subsequently dispose ofliis lands 
either by deed or will or jgive them- to 
his creditors, and upoQ his death the 
widow may be turned%out of doors 
without a shilling. Sb^aay see lands 
and houses which were prectioally'^ber 
own as enjoyed by herself and" her 
husband, occupied by strangers. Again, 
a young couple beginning life without 
any means, bv their united earnings 
accumulate property, the deeds of 
which are usually taken in the hus- 
band's name. Yet the husband may 
dispose of it and deprive his wife of 
all right to dower. Nay, ho may have 
a declaration inserted in his deed of 
purchase that his wife shall have no 
dower, and if he own it at the time of 
his death it will pass to his heirs, dis- 
charged from any claim of the widow. 
In England, where there are but few 
fro:'holder8 compared to the great mass 
of the population, marriage settlements 
atJ the rule where the husband is a 
property-owner, and the wife is pro- 
tected by them, so that the.jinjusticeof 
the law is not felt; but in ' ihia coun- 
try,' ifhere ev^ry man_a|i^6sfc'iB.'aV^e- 
holder, and no marriage settlements 
are made, the law is extremelif uojust; 
but even in England the law is not 
wholly approved of, as will be seen by 
the following extracts from a legal 
work on husband and wife : "So that 
the widoVs. dower, on th^fai|hperad- 
venture of wbic'h she has laarried, is 
byffliis clause (referring to' the above 
statute) put under the absolute power 
of the husband, to sustain, to adopt, 
to mutilate, or to destroy. No wife, 
therefore, can be safe under this law , 
iinless she have had a setlloment. 
"Whether that is a fit rule 
ror un enlightened people to adopt in 
the most important of all contracts Ilenvo 
others to tliHCUHH; only obserTiug that 
if hasbands were uniformly wiao, just and 
generous, the enactment might pass with- 
out oomment. liooking, (^o v^ver, «fiha 
world as it is; remembering tbat hnBtiandk 
nro ociJiisiounll y apt to bo imjjrovident, 
thoughtle.is, ciipricious; tliat tlioy somo- 
timcs tjVLMi quarrel witli thoir wives, an>l 
■upon slonjur grounds; that thoy are not 
always free from sinister influences, ea 
pociully in their languishing and dying 
moments, and finally, adverting to the 
great power which the law gives them in 
otliiM- rt!.si)ectH over their wife's property 
unci perHon, this provision of tlio .lot does 
SGom upon the whole one of the most 
uustitiBfuotory and inexplicable in modorn 
legislation." With rofurenoe to the above 
extract we may remind car readers that 
a wife can now hold her own property se- 
parate and frefl from the control of her 
hiisliaiid, hilt our rcnuirkH are now pecu- 
liai'ly for *.ho bcnt'tit of tlio.si) wives who 
are not i'ortuiiato enou;.;iito have proper- 
ty of their own and look to the property 
df thoir huHbauda, which thoy have in 
mo^t cases helped to accumulate, for their 
support ijr|)on they are left ivlone, ,80 
long a'd the biisband is alive he is boa^'d 
to Hui'port luH wife, bnt at his deatli the 
prupiM ty niiiy fall into strango handa and 
the willow bo thrown on the cold ohari 
ties of thii world. No person can ap- 
prove of this state of the law in our 
Province, and all will juiu ns in recom- 
meniling the enactment of the old law 
giving the widow her dower. The people 
of Ontario have this law for thoir widows 
rt'fuHing to adopt the English stntuto. 
Then let our Attorney General help the 
widows, and give them back thoir dower 
free from the control of thoir hnabaadi.

' ■ GENTLEMEN :— As a general election 
for nvembors 'to represent you in tho Lo- 
cal Parliiiniont of this Province is about 
to take plact!, I have deloriuinod, in uo- 
cordituce with a very general request of 
tho electors of your District, to offer my- 
self as a candidate. 

Tho early date at which I hoar tho 
elections lue to be held will Meyent. my 
meeting you personally, as I uad intend- 
ed. I thei-efore take this opportunity of 
giving you my views on some of tlio most 
important (incstions that are likely to oc- 
cu^jy tho attonliou of tho next Legisla- 
ture. 

The Indian question I consider of tho 
greatest importance, and one that should 
bo attended to at the earliest possible 
moment. Living, as T do, amongst a 
portion of tho most discontented, I speak 
with authority when I say that unless a 
speedy setlleinenl is arrived at, couso- 
(pionens of iv very f^iiivo nature are likely 
toarist'. Tho Tudiitns are not unreason- 
able in their demands; what they want is 
a fair Eottlement, and I cannot see why 
this should not have taken place almost 
immediately after Oonfederation, 

Tho school system of this , Province I 
consider good, and with tho success ap- 
jiareut that has atlondod tlio boarding 
school at Ca(;ho Creek, I would advocate 
a fiirtlicr I'xiioiulituro in that diri'ction, 
and coiihiilcr that Kamloops and other 

Eortions of this large Province should 
ave institutions prected of a like ohurac- 
ter. 

Tho formation of Ai^rictiltural Rocictios 
throii'^hout tho I'roviiKio, yon arc aware, 
1 liavo for soiiK! ti;iiii ad viii'atod , and I 
would support iiiiy iiioiisiiri! reiving a lili- 
oral grant of inuiic;- to aid such soeiolii'.'). 
It will be the.moaii4 of bringing farmers 
and stotjk-raisers togtiher, of comparing 
stock, and inducing the importation of 
good blood. 

Tho early eomiiionceniont of tho Rail- 
way on the Mainland of British Columbia 
is of tlio greatest importance to the set- 
tlers in tliis section of our Province. 

Tho late negotiation.s that have taken 
lilaco with regard to a relaxation of the 
Terms of Union I have been opposed to, 
and consider that nnuor no circumstances 
should tlu^y have been entered into with- 
out consulting tlio pco])lo. They have, 
happily for us, been uosucccssf nl, but as 
it is reported that frosh negotiations are 
likely to take place and tho question must 
bo considered at an early date hy our Lo- 
cal Government, I would support no 
Government who in treating with the Do- 
minion Government did not insist oh'tin 
early commenceiiient of railway construc- 
tion on tho Mainland, and an equal dis- 
triljution between Vancouver Island and 
tho Miiinhmd of any compensation that 
might bo olVured for tho nnnfullllmeut of 
tho Terms of Union. I consider that 
should fresh negotiations take place sorao 
arrangement sbonld be oome to with the 
Dominion Government by which our' 
Tariff .should bo so modified as to give 
us some protection for our stock interest, 

.Should 3"ou, gentlemen, do mo tke 
honor of electing mo as one of your re 
prcHontatives, I shall feel it always my 
duty to advocate the expenditure of pub- 
lic monies on pablio works as far as the 
revenno of tho Province will allow, but 
that only on works of a reproductive 
character. 

I consider that the Government of tho 
Provinc j should be carried on with tho 
strictest economy compatible with pub 
lie efliciency," that taxation should bo 
equalized so that the rich man piiy his 
fair proportion with tho poor, wliich ia 
not tho ciisi; now. T trust that those views 
will be a('Ce]>tahif' to you, and should j-ou 
return iiu.' as olio of your representatives, 
I shall eiiiloavor at all times to obtain 
your views <iii all jMiblic questions, and 
tlius In; enabled to act according to tho 
well under.stood wishes of my constitu 
ents.
